Council rules could stop kids' panto plans 


RED TAPE and form-filling by local authorities 
could stop children taking part in this year’s pan¬ 
tomime. 

The 30 youngsters affected were said to be “devas¬ 
tated” when Dorset County Council told them they 
could not take part in a matinee of Bridport Pan-

tomime Players’ ‘Aladdin’ because doing so would 
contravene rules on taking children out of school. 
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In order to take part in the two-hour performance to¬ 
morrow (Thursday) each child was required to fill out 
extensive forms designed for children who appear in 
television shows, modeling campaigns or long running 
professional shows such as the West End’s Les Miser- 
ables. 

The forms require detalis of such things as the child’s 
contract with the company and provisions for their ac¬ 
commodation and education over the time they are 
under contract. 

Dorset County Council have confirmed that each 
child must apply for a licence to perform in school 
hours as a legal requirement. 

The panto’s choreographer Teresa Grinter said she 
had not seen these rules applied to one afternoon in a 
pantomime in 36 years teaching children to dance. 

She said: “I have been in tears about this. We were 
told that if we let the children on stage we would be 
jeopardizing the whole show. They said that if we al¬ 
lowed them to dance we could be threatened with 
prosecution. 

“The children were devastated. They were really 
upset. They have been rehearsing so hard and the way 
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we have scheduled their performances, the matinee 
represents a third of all the performances they would 
appear in. 

“Parents, grandparents and relatives have already 
bought tickets for the performance and would be really 
disappointed if the children were not even in it! 

“I fully understand the need to protect children but 
we take that very seriously, with parents picking the 
children up from school, delivering them to the the¬ 
atre and then accompanied at all times by CRB 
checked chaperones. 

“We try to abide by the rules but I have never known 
anything like this.” 

A head teacher of a local primary school was mysti¬ 
fied by the actions of DCC. 

The head said: “We normally just get a call from the 
parents of children involved who ask for the time off 
and we say “okay”. 

“We view time spent in theatrical performances as 
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PAUL EVERALL was born and brought up in a 
small village in Shropshire. After gaining a first 
class honours degree at Cambridge University he 
moved to Berkshire where he lived for more than 
40 years, meeting his wife Caroline and having 
three daughters, Naomi, Abigail and Chloe. 

After nearly four decades in the civil service - 
where he became responsible for reforming 
building regulations - he moved to Bridport in 
the summer of 2008. 

He is currently chief executive of Local Authority 
Building Control (LABC) and - since spring 2012 
- independent chair of the West Dorset Partner¬ 
ship. 

In 2005 Paul was awarded a CBE for services to 
the construction industry. 


■ WHAT did 40 years as a civil servant teach you? 

That a great deal of hard work needs to go into the de¬ 
tail of implementing great political objectives through 
Acts of Parliament and subsequent regulations, and 
that, provided government ministers have a sense of 
humour, the job is a privilege to have. 

■ WHAT is the West Dorset Partnership? 

The Partnership brings together five local area partner¬ 
ships in West Dorset with representatives of local au¬ 
thorities, community organisations and the police and 
fire services. It aims to deliver an agreed community 
plan. By sharing information and good practice, we be¬ 
lieve we can make a real difference for people in the 
area. 

■ WHAT does LABC set out to do? 

We represent all of the people who work in building 
control in some 320 local authorities in England and 
Wales. It is impractical for the Government and bodies 
in the construction industry to consult and negotiate 
with local authorities individually, and so professional 
bodies like ours - a specialist parallel to the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association - exist to be the conduit through 
which ideas and actions flow. 

■ CLIMATE CHANGE: inevitable fate? Or a problem 
worth tackling now? 

I am convinced that climate change is already happen¬ 
ing, as evidenced by the extreme weather events we 
have experienced in Dorset over the last year. And it is 
certainly essential that we try and mitigate the effects 
now. I represent LABC on a number of bodies such as 
the Green Construction Board, the Zero Carbon Hub 



and the Government's Green Deal Advisory Forum 
where we debate ways in which appropriate action 
might be taken. 
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■ LOCAL authority resources are being cut, the 
public want services to be maintained. Is this possi¬ 
ble? 

It is certainly challenging, but, as these resources dimin¬ 
ish, valuable community services can only be main¬ 
tained and improved through the dedicated work of 
volunteers and the organisations to which they belong. 

■ WHAT did being awarded a CBE mean to you? 

To have this recognition after nearly 40 years working 
as a civil servant in a variety of different roles was the 
icing on the cake of a very rewarding career. I count my¬ 
self very fortunate, and of course thanks are due to the 
many excellent people with whom I have worked. 

■ WHAT brought you to Bridport? 

When our three daughters were growing up we always 
tried to have a week's holiday each Easter in different 
places in England. We visited Dorset several times and 
always enjoyed it. In addition my wife's mother used to 
have a caravan at Durdle Door and so got to know that 
part of Dorset really well. When my wife retired from 
teaching we debated where we wanted to move, and 
decided on Dorset. And Bridport with its street market 
and cultural activities and being only two miles from 
the sea seemed the perfect spot. We have not been dis¬ 
appointed! 

■ WHAT is your earliest memory? 

Pulling the cat's tail which upset my pram. I remember 
being very cross! 

■ WHO is your greatest hero? 

Mike Brearley [first class cricketer who captained Cam¬ 
bridge University, Middlesex and England] - for his 
leadership qualities in the face of criticism and adver¬ 
sity. 

■ WHAT keeps you awake at night? 

Very little - but sometimes an awareness of something 
I should have done that day, but didn't. 

■ WHAT is the last book you read? 

Since my wife bought me a Kindle last year I have been 
meandering through the complete works of Thomas 
Hardy. Most recently I finished reading The Woodlan- 
ders.

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Call for junction improvements 


A PUBLIC meeting orchestrated by 
councillors including Bridport Town 
Council's David Tett called for improve¬ 
ments to the Miles Cross junction on the 
A35. 

The accident blackspot is notorious for 
being the site of fatal and serious injuries 
over the years. 

The meeting - chaired by MP for West 
Dorset Oliver Letwin and attended by 
about 40 members of the public - made 
the case for a roundabout or other 
scheme to improve safety at the junction 
west of Bridport town centre. 

CouncillorTett presented the case for a 
roundabout to representatives of the 
Highways Agency, including Andy 
Roberts, asset manager for the agency in 
Dorset. 

Mr Roberts said that the statistics did 
not suggest the junction was as much of 
a problem as was being suggested. 

He said:"ln 2006The Highways Agency 
responded to concerns and speed re¬ 
duction was proposed. This was intro¬ 
duced in 2007. Since then there has 
been a slight reduction in numbers of 
collisions.

"The number of accidents since that 
time indicates that the site does not fall 
in the category of a 'cluster site'. These 
[accident figures] are not high numbers 
in the timeframe." 

He added: "A cluster site could receive 
higher priority." 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl Wallace 
said: "There is a real need for a round¬ 
about there. 

"We all know the accidents that hap¬ 
pen there and how serious they are. 
Something needs to be done about it." 

Councillor Gillian Summers - whose 
ward contains the junction did not be¬ 
lieve a roundabout was necessarily the 
answer. 

She said: "I totally agree something 
needs to be done but not necessarily a 
roundabout. 

"The police tell me the reason for acci¬ 
dents there is driver confusion - people 


don't understand how the junction 
works." 

A roundabout - estimated cost £2mil- 
lion - has been called for by Bridport 
Town Council for some time. But plans 
to site a new traffic light junction nearby 
for the proposed waste management 
centre at Broomhills and the possibility 
of a 750-plus home development at 
nearby Vearse Farm have complicated 
the issue. 

Councillor Ros Kayes said of the meet¬ 
ing: "I entirely support the call by Coun¬ 
cillor Tett for a roundabout at Miles 
Cross. There can be few such dangerous 
junctions in this part of the South West. 

"Accidents there hold up the trunk 
road, a main arterial route affecting busi¬ 
nesses in all our nearby towns. Quite 
apart from business, there is no price 
that can be placed on the value of 
human life or of the health of the individ¬ 
uals who have been affected by the high 
accident rate at this notorious blackspot. 

"What we do need however, is an inte¬ 
grated solution that takes account of 
both Miles Cross and the impact on the 
highway to be caused by the Waste 


Transfer Site at Broomhills and the po¬ 
tential development at Vearse Farm. 

"This is not a simple problem but we 
need to push for a solution that puts all 
these issues on the table and does not 
come up with a bodge job that causes 
even more danger to people's lives. 

"I think heads need to be banged to¬ 
gether."

Crews from Bridport, Beaminster, Charmouth and 
Lyme Regis responded to a call at 8:1 Opm alerting them 
to the fire. Nobody was hurt in the blaze. 

The flat - one of four in the block - suffered fire and 
smoke damage. Other properties in the block suffered 
smoke and water damage.

opment manager for chil¬ 
dren’s services defended 
the actions of DCC. 

She said: “When we 
have previously issued 
The Lyric School of 
Dancing with an exemp¬ 
tion certificate under The 
Children (Performances) 
Regulations 1968, we 
have always stated that a 
condition is that no child 
should be absent from 
school as a result of a 
performance or re¬ 
hearsal. 

“As it stands, if a show 
or rehearsal is due to take 
place during the school 
day, then the organiser 


must apply for a licence 
for every child that is due 
to take part in that partic¬ 
ular performance and any 
other show as part of the 
production. This is a 
legal requirement. 

“However, we have 
spoken with the The 
Lyric School of Dancing 
and have assured them 
that, if they can get the 
applications emailed to 
us as soon as possible, 
we will process them as a 
matter of urgency, so that 
the Thursday (February 
7th) matinee perform¬ 
ance can go ahead as 
planned.”

New chief constable chosen 


THE Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Martyn Underhill and a selec¬ 
tion panel have selected Debbie 
Simpson as the next Chief Constable 
of Dorset Police. 

Debbie Simpson is currently Act¬ 
ing Chief Constable with the force. 

Her selection will now be consid¬ 
ered at a Confirmation Hearing by 
the Police and Crime Panel on 
Thursday, February 7th 2013 at 
County Hall, Dorchester. 

Speaking after the announcement 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
Martyn Underhill said: “I am de¬ 
lighted to propose Debbie Simpson 
as the next Chief Constable of 
Dorset. 

“This was a unanimous decision by 
the panel. There was a strong range 
of candidates and the panel had a dif¬ 
ficult job. 

“I would like to thank all the can¬ 
didates for their interest”. 

Debbie Simpson was chosen fol¬ 
lowing two days of intensive selec¬ 
tion which involved formal 
interviews and rigorous tests. 

During the procedure the candi¬ 
dates were also questioned by repre¬ 
sentatives of several partner agencies 
and staff associations. 

The following were represented: 
The Police Federation, Unison, The 
Superintendents Association, Dorset 
Probation Trust, Dorset Fire and Res¬ 
cue, Dorset Community Safety Part¬ 
nership and Neighbourhood Watch. 

The appointments panel was made 
up of Martyn Underhill, Police and 
Crime Commissioner (chairman); 
Geoff Pears, Independent Member of 
the Selection Panel; Colin Weston JP, 


Chairman of the Joint Independent 
Audit Committee; Debbie Ward, 
Chief Executive, Dorset County 
Council; Steve Mote, Victim Sup¬ 
port. 

In addition, three other people were 
in attendance: Martin Goscomb, 


Chief Executive providing adminis¬ 
trative support; Paul West (former 
Chief Constable) as the Professional 
Policing Adviser to the Selection 
Panel; Cllr John Adams, Vice-Chair¬ 
man of the Dorset Police and Crime 
Panel, who attended as an observer.

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Dreamlike creations go on show at arts centre 


AN EXHIBITION 45 years in the making is on display 
at Bridport Arts Centre. 

Peter Hand's exhibition 'Repository of Dreams' 
draws on Jungian theories of psychoanalysis to pro¬ 
duce arresting, dream-like creations in miniature 
theatrical settings. 

The intricately-detailed models - some of which 
were started in the Sixties - took the artist years to 
painstakingly create. 

He said: "The ideas for many of these models just 
came to me from my subconscious. It's like when 
every so often you have a dream and you feel it was 
significant, so I felt with some of these. 

"It has to be a strong idea and has to come from 
somewhere deep." 

Mr Hand said his life was irreversibly altered when 
he embraced the theories of the Swiss psychother¬ 
apist and theorist Carl Gustav Jung, represented in 
many of the pieces.

He said:"When I became aware of Jungian psychol¬ 
ogy, in particular the notion of the anima, it com¬ 
pletely changed my life. It threw my marriage upside 
down and suddenly I was confronted by mystical 
qualities belonging to the feminine side of my per¬ 
sona." 

The pieces - some of which contain powerful im¬ 
agery evoking animas, personas and the levels of 
the mind as taught by Jung - come together to form 
what begins to feel like a walking tour of the artist's 
subconscious. 

They are at points playful, disturbing and - tellingly 
- at times bring up sensations and feelings difficult 
to pin down and categorise, like those associated

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Police warning after increase in thefts from vehicles

DORSET Police have re¬ 
ported a rise in the num¬ 
ber of thefts from 
vehicles across Dorset. 

Figures released last 
week show a rise of 12.3 
per cent from the begin¬ 
ning of April 2012 to the 
end of January this year 
compared to the same pe¬ 
riod last year - an in¬ 
crease of 355 offences. 

As part of their fight to 
tackle the crimes, the 
force is encouraging mo¬ 
torists to take simple 
steps to reduce the 


chances of their vehicles 
being broken into. 

People visiting Dorset’s 
beauty spots are encour¬ 
aged to be particularly 
careful when leaving 
their vehicles. 

Thirteen of the break- 
ins targeted cars parked 
at beauty spot locations 
across the county - in¬ 
cluding rural car parks in 
Cerne Abbas, Bridport, 


Blandford, Wimborne 
and Wareham. 

Chief Inspector Jared 
Parkin said: “Following a 
recent increase in vehi¬ 
cles being broken into, 
I’m encouraging mo¬ 
torists to take simple 
steps to reduce the 
chances of thieves target¬ 
ing their cars. 

“It sounds simple, but 
the main thing I’d en¬ 


courage motorists to do 
is to make sure they 
leave their vehicles se¬ 
curely locked. We are 
seeing lots of vehicles 
being broken into that 
were not even locked. 

“Also, don’t leave valu¬ 
ables or items like hand¬ 
bags, purses and wallets 
in your car when it’s 
parked - either on dis¬ 
play or hidden away.” 

Dorset Police are also 
calling for the drivers of 
work vehicles to take 
precautions. 


BBC folk award 


BURTON Bradstock's celebrated singer-songwriter 
Billy Bragg is to be awarded with a prize recognizing 
his contribution to traditional music. 

The radio regular and champion of local causes will 
be presented with the 'Roots Award' at the BBC 
Radio 2 Folk Awards to be held in Glasgow. He will 
also perform at the show - to be broadcast live on 
the station on January 30th. 

The one-time'Bard of Barking'has made his home 
in Burton Bradstock, living there with his wife and 
son for the past 13 years. 

Over that time he has held a number of benefit 
gigs in the area, supporting causes such as the Na¬ 
tional Coastwatch Institution which has operated a 
lookout station yards from his house. 

The 55-year-old has also donated his time to Brid¬ 
port Arts Centre schemes, holding songwriting 
workshops for teachers and other educators to pass 


for Billy 

on his experience to pupils. 

The Burton Bradstock community rallied round the 
musician when in 2011 his left-leaning views at¬ 
tracted a bilious leaflet campaign from far-right ac¬ 
tivists. 

Bragg is a regular at the Tolpuddle Martyrs'Festival, 
an annual event celebrating the memory of those 
transported to Australia for founding a union in the 
1830s. 

He has also campaigned against The Sun newspa¬ 
per for its involvement with the phone hacking scan¬ 
dal and its treatment of the victims of the 
Hillsborough disaster. 

The Roots Award is given to recognise "an out¬ 
standing contribution to folk music from a grass¬ 
roots level upwards." 

After hearing of the award, Bragg joked in a tweet: 
"Looks like my decision to grow a beard has paid off." 


A police pokesman 
said: “Businesses that 
use vans, trucks or lorries 
should also take steps to 


reduce the chances of 
having diesel stolen from 
them. 

“Ideally, these vehicles 


should be parked inside 
buildings or in a secure 
compound overnight. 
“Also, leave as little 


fuel as possible in these 
vehicles when they are 
left unattended and use 
lockable fuel caps.” 


Dorset's roads: accidents 
up, traffic officers down 


THE number of serious acci¬ 
dents on Dorset's roads has 
risen sharply while the number 
of traffic officers has fallen, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 

The BBC has reported that the 
number of people killed or se¬ 
riously injured on the county's 
roads went up by 15 per cent 
last year, while in the same pe¬ 
riod, the number of full-time 
Dorset Police traffic officers fell 
by 26 per cent from 46 to 34. 

In 2012, 380 people were 
killed or seriously injured on 
Dorset's roads, a rise of 51 on 
the previous the year. 

The rise bucks the trend of re¬ 
cent years which saw a fall from 
451 in 2007 to 329 in 2011. 

In the battle to keep the 
county's roads safer, the force is 
actively recruiting more special 
constables. 


It is also developing its com¬ 
munity speedwatch initiative - 
a scheme which calls on the 
public to report dangerous 
driving in the motoring equiv¬ 
alent of the Neighbourhood 
Watch scheme. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
James Vaughan blamed the 
cuts in officer numbers on the 
government's Comprehensive 
Spending Review. He told the 
BBC: "Traffic enforcement re¬ 
sources have unavoidably re¬ 
duced over recent times. 

"This does not mean Dorset 
Police, or any of our partners, 
are any less committed to tack¬ 
ling the road safety issue. 

"We are very motivated to 
find more efficient and innova¬ 
tive ways to achieve the same 
outcomes." 

One way is through the force's 


much publicized No Excuse 
campaign. 

Police officers are paid over¬ 
time for the hours they put into 
the scheme, with the money 
coming from speed awareness 
courses drivers attend when 
they are offered an alternative 
punishment to points on their 
driving license. 

Safety camera enforcement 
and publicity campaigns are 
also seen as value-for-money 
ways of reducing accidents. 

Dorset Police has had a re¬ 
cruitment freeze since 2010 
and the force is actively trying 
to avoid compulsory redun¬ 
dancies. 

New Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner for Dorset Martyn 
Underhill has vowed to fight 
the cuts affecting policing in 
the county.

Gas work disruption 

WORK starts this week to replace the 
gas main on Bridport's East Street. 

There is likely to be disruption to traffic 
and pedestrians there until Easter, with 
all on-street parking between South 
Street and King Street suspended until 
March 3rd.

No room at new HQ on council days

IT MAY have cost millions of 
pounds - but district council¬ 
lors have been left asking why 
there’s no room at the inn? 

West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cillors were astonished to be 
emailed and told that there is 
no room at their new head¬ 
quarters, South Walks House, 
for group pre-meetings on full 
council days. 

Traditionally the ruling Con¬ 
servative and opposition Lib¬ 
eral Democrats and 
Independents each get together 
prior to a full council meeting 
to discuss their stance and tac¬ 
tics on key issues. 

Dorchester councillor Stella 
Jones said: “We were aston¬ 
ished to be told that there is no 
room at the new headquarters 
for us to do this. 

“Incredibly it was even sug¬ 
gested that we might like to 


come in a day earlier for that 
pre-meeting. Not only would 
that be difficult for those who 
have to travel from places like 
Lyme Regis and Sherborne, 
but it would double the cost.” 

She has now taken the issue 
up with the district council and 
has been promised a re-think. 

The problem has been caused 
by the fact that the arrange¬ 
ments for meetings are based 
around a large open-plan area 
which can be subdivided to 
create two, or event three, 
meeting rooms. 

On full council days the en¬ 
tire space is devoted to that one 
meeting - leaving nowhere 
else for groups of councillors 


to hold their meetings. 

“The fact that it hadn’t even 
been thought of until now 
makes you wonder!” said Mrs 
Jones. 

♦ Meanwhile another aspect 
of the high-tech building has 
resulted in a surprising conse¬ 
quence. 

Stella’s husband, Trevor, also 
a councillor, explains: “We 
were there for a meeting the 
other day and kept getting 
plunged into darkness. 

“It turns out that the lights 
are on sensors and unless they 
detect enough movement they 
get switched off - it’s enough 
to drive you crazy.”

BRIDPORT Arts Centre is currently displaying 
works by Spanish resident Gym Halama. 

The renowned interior decorator, muralist and 
specialist painter has redesigned three London 
restaurants, the Attica showrooms in Battersea 
and mansions in Hamburg, Amsterdam, Dublin 
and Marbella. But it is her frequent trips to Mo¬ 
rocco that inspired the theme for the bulk of the 
paintings on display here. 

She said: "When I was in Morocco I was im¬ 
pressed by the vast of walls of boxes that you find. 
There are stacks of vegetable boxes there waiting 
to be reused." 

The canvasses repeat the image of these stacks 
of boxes, varying lighting, size and technique be¬ 
tween pieces. The effect is to be presented with 
towering walls which fill the view. The impression 
is not of waste nor of clutter - instead they are 
bright, welcoming, uplifting pieces, reflecting the 
artist's delight in the resourcefulness of the mar¬ 
ket traders of Morocco. 

Ms Halama - who also runs a vintage furniture 
shop in the Andalucia region of Spain - said: "It's 
great to see how they recycle there. Everything is 
recycled. The boxes became relevant as we waste 
so much over here." 



Sucessful Scout Post rolls out to Bridport 


THE SUCCESS of the Scout Post in Dorchester will re¬ 
sult in the service being expanded this year to include 
Bridport. 

Adult volunteers collected £7,500 to support local 
Scout, Cub and Beaver groups last year, with the helpers, 
between them, delivering almost 30,000 cards. 

Now the Scouts are looking to recruit around 50 volun¬ 
teers to mn the service this December in and around Brid¬ 
port. 

This was the 25th year of Scout Post in Dorchester - 
which, when it was set up, had an initial target of 1,000 
cards. Since then the service has expanded to include 
nearby villages which between them account for 12,000 
deliveries. 

The Scout Christmas Post provides almost all the in¬ 
come needed to run district events providing a massive 
range of activities, for young people from 6-18. 

They would be unlikely to have the opportunity to try 
these activities anywhere else which range from the tra¬ 
ditional camping, climbing and kayaking to mountain 
boarding, dragon boating and gliding. 

District Commissioner Barry Thomas said: “We ensure 
that Scouts in our district are not disadvantaged by their 
background or personal circumstances, it is fundamental 
to our ethos that those who are less well-off are also able 
to take part in events including overseas adventures to far 


off countries. 

“Our youngsters can make an enormous difference to 
the local people by participating in projects, often involv¬ 
ing schools and water supplies. 

“Closer to home these funds ensure Scouts are able to 
help in their local communities often by participating in 
sponsored events raising money for hospices and chil¬ 
dren’s charities. 

“Christmas post ensures our young people have the op¬ 
portunity to help others and to realise their own full po¬ 
tential.” 

The funding from the Scout Post also provide initial and 
continuing training for leaders in a wide range of skills, 
from the basics to specialist skills. 

“While the Scout movement only exists for our younger 
members, our adult volunteers also benefit in many ways. 
Leaders get the opportunity to make a real difference in 
their communities and also have the opportunity for new 
experiences, and learning new skills that may be a direct 
benefit in the workplace. Best of all it provides an excuse 
for just one more hobby,” said Mr Thomas. 

“I would like to thank everyone who has an involve¬ 
ment with this service: the businesses that kindly agree 
to have a distinctive yellow post box and sponsor the yel¬ 
low flyers; the small army of volunteers (over 150 of 
them) we mobilise each year who print, organise, sort and 


deliver on our behalf. 

“We are very grateful for their support, without them it 
could not happen. 

“For many of these good people it is their only link to 
Scouts and they do a tremendous job for us and their 
neighbours. 

“Many thanks to everyone who has helped and sup¬ 
ported us over the past 25 years, and to the late John Scutt 
who started the whole thing off and who we miss dearly.”

West Bay man warns over fish stocks 


FISHING stocks in West Bay are in 
danger from being overfished at 
the wrong time - according to a 
West Bay fisherman. 

Mat Toms - who runs a charter 
boat rod and line fishing business 
in West Bay - has likened the net 
fishing offish around wrecks at this 
time of year as "sending the sheep 
to slaughter just before they are 


due to lamb." 

He said: "I'd like to report tales of 
deep diving pollock stripping yards 
of line. I'd like to report fish boxes 
overflowing with cod and bass but 
alas that's not the reality at the mo¬ 
ment. 

He continued: "The wrecks really 
have been quiet so far with a fair 
number boxed in with nets which is 


a shame when many fish will be full 
of roe, its rather like a farmer send¬ 
ing his sheep to slaughter just be¬ 
fore there due to lamb! 

"The problem is when they are 
caught where they gather to breed 
or spawn, which is often around 
habitats like wrecks." 

Mr Tom, 43, told The View that he 
doesn't blame the fishermen for the 


drop in numbers. 

He said: "I don't blame the fisher¬ 
men. I blame the politicians for not 
managing stock properly. They 
don't take measures until it is too 
late." 

He added: "It's like the cod fishing 
off the Grand Banks off the coast of 
Canada. It ended up wiping out 
stocks."

STEVE Turner lives in Nottingham and has folk music in his 
blood: Coming from a family of singers and concertina players, 
his grandfather was known to have sung and played the instru¬ 
ment way back in the 1890's. 

Steve began his career on the Manchester folk scene at the end 
of the 1960s, and joining the Geordie band "Canny Fettle" in 
1970, he made two albums and toured in Britain and Europe 
with them for eight years. 

Then, in 1979, he won the Melody Maker "Stars of the 80s" na¬ 
tional competition, and he made four solo albums with Fellside 
Records and toured internationally until 1991. But then followed 
a period of thirteen years away from the folk scene as Steve built 
up a successful violin retailing business. But folk music was al¬ 
ways there in the background, so 2004 saw Steve make a wel¬ 
come return to the folk scene, and he released his first album for 
22 years, "The Whirligig of Time", was long listed for the BBC folk 
awards in 2008.

Hitler Alone at the Arts Centre 

Paul Webster brings his one man show Bridport 

IN an imagined monologue during the hour before Hitler's suicide in the Berlin 
Bunker, one man show Hitler Alone attempts to penetrate the heart and mind of 
the"maniac of ferocious genius"(Churchill) as he contemplates his past, present 
and future in moods that charm and repel in equal measure. 

Written and performed by Bridport based actor Paul Webster, the show has 
toured nationally to much acclaim and been six times to the Edinburgh Fringe, 
where it was put on the "Best of the Fest" list. 

Paul Webster was born in Bradford, Yorkshire in the year of Appeasement - 
1938 - thus his formative years were with World War and Mr. Hitler, who would 
be mocked in the playground as a distant bogeyman, right arm extended, left 
forefinger under the nose. Later at Bradford Grammar School, where he would 
go up for his Art Prize in the wake of huge applause for one David Hockney, he 
was further inspired to examine the Great Dictator by his Jewish German teacher, 
who recommended the book "Hitler - A Study in Tyranny" by an Old Boy of the 
school, Sir Alan Bullock. He visited us to lecture on the July Bomb Plot 1944 and 
vividly acted out all the grisly bits. Montgomery of Alamein also came to tell us 
"How I beat Wommel", with battle-lines drawn on a blackboard. Leni Riefenstahl's 
great films of Hitler's Germany in the Thirties were a further seminal influence. 
The wheels were then set in motion for the writing of his One Man Show some 
years later. 

In 1950, he started as a young actor at the BBC in Manchester, performing in 
"Children's Hour" plays and later in dramas, documentaries and poetry - reading. 
He then studied Modern Languages at Manchester University, taught briefly at 
its prestigious Grammar School (which produced about this period Sir Ben Kings¬ 
ley and Sir Nicholas Hytner) and finally became an actor/director for seven years 
at its Library Theatre. He was by now married with two sons. 

His heart's desire from the beginning had been to act with the Royal Shake¬ 
speare Company and this desire was finally achieved in 1978. He stayed for 16 
years! Freelance work subsequently included "The Woman in Black" at the For¬ 
tune and on tour;"St. Joan"at the Strand with Imogen Stubbs; and "The Visit"at 
Chichester with Lauren Bacall. A brief return to his old stamping-ground in Man¬ 
chester produced a Best Actor award for a performance in David Storey's "Home". 
With all this continual "shouting at night"in the theatre, there has been very little 
space for TV work, though he did manage to squeeze in a nasty Judge in the 
final episode of "Foyle's War". Another nasty Judge sent down Susan Carter in 
"The Archers", where Paul keeps popping up periodically in various guises, most 
recently as Peggy's nice retired schoolmaster friend, Ted, a relationship that cur¬ 
rently has been retired to the back burner, perhaps never to return!
